borne in mind. Mr. Allen was not aware of 


the mature of his disease, did not 
know he was afflicted with cancer 
until last fall. It was coming on 


steadily but suddenly during this winter. 
Even then he was unaware of the real char- 
acter of the attack, until he sent for Dr. 
Keyes, of the noted firm of physicians, 
Keyes & Van Buren, of New York, who for 
the first time informed Mr. Allen of his true 
condition. In a short time Mr. Allen was 
attacked with hemorrhages, which became 
more and more severe, Still after these at- 
tacks pass away he feels very well, regains 
his strength rapidly, has an _  extraordi- 


nary appetite and feels cheerful. 
He then thinks he is bound to 
get well and cannot realize his position. 


Tbese intervals of rest from the hemorrhage 
give him renewed hope. At the same time 
there is hardly a possibility of his recovery, 
and the physicians so concede it. But when 
the inevitable end must come is doubtful. 
Mr. Allen may last only days, or may linger 
for weeks or months. Major C. T. Larned, 
who was a first cousin of Mr. Allen’s, 
and whose death recently occurred, 
died from the same disease 
that has now attacked Mr.Allen,and itis rath- 
er a singular coincidence. Mr. Allen’s family 
all Know that he bas but the faintest hopes.

can form a rough estimate ot the number of 
head of stock and cattle that have been de- 
troyed’ by the present flood,.’’ 

‘*‘Well, I would be willing to bet that 500,009 
would not be an overestimate.’’ 

‘‘Can youapproximate the extra amount of 
business that St. Louis will do with the over- 
flowed countries in stock?’’ 

‘*That will depend altogether upon the time 
that the flood recedes. Should it do so in time to 
enable the pianters to put in their crops this 
spring, the extra amount of business with 
them will run way into the miltions.’’ 

‘*Will you stock men extend the regular time 
of payment to your purchasers from the 
flooded districts?’ 

**Yes, we have made allewances for their 
misfortunes, and will give them every latitude 
possible.’’ 

The reporter then called on other stock 
dealers and ascertained that their views on 
the stock question coincided with Mr. huhl- 
man’s. 
py frame of mind, and reminded the reporter 
— “*one man’s loss was another man’s 
gain. 


Probable Danger to the Levees. 
Capt. W. H. Keefe, who for ten years has 
been a captain in the harbor ot this city, was 


seen by a POST-DISPATCH reporter this morn- 
ing in regard to the condition of affairs below. 
The Captain was asked if he thought the worst 
was over. In reply he stated 
that he had honed so, but the dispatches from 
Ohio in regard to the recent rain there were 
of such & nature that hefelt the gravest ap- 
prehensions for the lower levees in the next 


1ew days. ‘*You see,’” said the 
Captain, ‘*the Cumberland and the 
Tennessee Rivers are the ores 


that play such havoc below. They have such 
a& precipitate descent, running as they do 
through mountainous districts, that where 


their waters join the Missisissippt 
they rush forth as th torrent. 
The water striking the Mississippi with 


such toree creates terrible eddies that cut 
levees in two as far as their forceis felt. If 
these late rains affect the Cumberland and the 
Tennessee, ast have no doubt they willdo, 
you will hear of some terrible happenings in 
the next few days,’’ 

‘*If such happens not to be the case, do you 
think the greatest dangers to the present 
existing levees will have been passed?’’ 

‘*‘Such is the general impression, but 
nevertheless it is an entireiy erroneous one. 
People who don’t know anything about the 
river, its levees, or the natural laws that gov- 


ern them, come down to the wharf, 
take tt look around, and form 
an opinion that they think is 


no doubt correct. Nv, sir; all opinions tothe 
contrary, the greatest danger tothe levees is 
yettocome. We are nowin the season of the 
vernal equinox, and, of course, 
the winds are much stronger 
during that season of the year than at any 
other time. Well, the action ofthis wind on 
the watersis exactly where the great dan- 
ger will * jie. If the wind is 
from the west the waves will be 
driven to the east shore. If the water is nearly 
to the topof the levees on that side the force 


of these waves will be so great that the 
water will be splashed over the top 
of them. Wherever the waters 


reach the top of the levee, right there willa 
break inevitabiy be made. If the wind is 
from the south, the force of the current is 
impeded in the center of the river and the 
currentis materially increased alongthe shore. 
In titis instance the levees or banks between 
the river andthe levees are cut away by the 
fierce action of the increased current, and the 


whole thing goes. If the wind is from 
east to west the same effect is 
produced as if the wind was 


from westtoeast. Ifthe windisas strong all 
along the river as itis between here and Cairo 
at the present time, [have no doubt but what 


there will be a general destruction of 
the levees in the next four or 
five days. Another freak of the great river 


I can explain to you that probably has never 
been elucidated tothe public before. It has 
never been understood by them how so vast an 
amount of water can come out of the litttle 
St.{Francis River when it is a comparatively 
small streamand has no tributaries of any 


importance. The explanation of this 
mystery is as follows: Just below 
New Madrid, Mo., there is a low river 


bank that extends back into the interior, that 
is called the sunk lands. Whenever the water 
gets high in the Mississippithe low bank be.- 
low New Madrid, Mo., is one 
of the first that is overflowed, 
and infact draws off alarge surplus of the 
Mississippi flood. This waterthen rushes into 


the sunk lands and from there it 
flows into the St. Francis and is 
emptied out in the form of a 


perfect torrent. This produces similar eddies 
to those produced by the Cumberland and 
Tennessee. Tothis cause may be attributed 
the breaking o1 the levees around Helena. 
If the planters near Helena want to 
protect their levees they must adopt some 
plan by which the low banks just spoken of 
can beraised.’’ 
CROP PROSPECTS. 

‘*‘What do you think are the prospects for a 
crop below this season?’’ 

‘*From St. Couisto Cairo the planters will 
not labor under any disadvantage at all; ffrom 
Memphis to Arkansas City there are fair 
chances for a crop; from Arkansas City to 
Vicksburg, hardly the shadow of achance; from 
Vicksburg to New Orleans, you can mark 
whatI teil you, nothing can be done, as the 
planting time there is passing by now and 
the waters are still rising, with 
no prospect of abatement for 
some weeks. The peoplein this locality will 
either be fed by the Government, orthey will 
starve. They certainly will be pensioners 
upon somebody’s bounty.’’ 

‘*Will not the rich ones assist the poor?’’ 

‘*‘There are norich meninthatcountry. I 
will venture to say that ninety-nine out of 
every one hundred plantations are under 
mortgage now, and the owners of the unen- 
encumbered ones will soon commence ne- 
gotiating for a loan.’’ 

CHANGE IN RIVER COURSE. 

‘*Will the present high water affect materi- 
ally the previous channel of the river?’’ 

“30 will change it to this ex- 
tent: every lot on the Mis. 
sissippi River will be compelled to com- 
mence the study of the riveranew. Where be- 
fore the channel existed may now 
be found banks and sand-bars, 
and where some imposing structure 
stood three months ago some steamboat mate 
may yell out to the captais, when ordered to 
sound, ‘No bottom!’ Isee in the papers,’’ 
continued the Captain, ‘*that they talk of 
doing this and doing tbat by wav of improv. 
ing the Mississippi. One favorite theory 
is to straighten it and thereby increase the 
current to such an extent that the rapid flow 
would be sufficient to aischarge the entire 
amount of flood water before it could over- 
flow. Well, let me give you my opinion 
of that theory, that was dourtilessprojected by 
some jobbers. Suppose, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that by the expenditure of millions and 
millions of dollars the straightening of the 
‘Old Contrarv’ could be effected. Do 
you know how long she would stay straight? 
The first thing you would hear of, she 
would obey animmutable law of nature and 
flap her tail around and cut away about 
a mile of somebody’s plantation. Then she 
would make another flop and somebody else 


would lose ail their river front ; 
then down towards her head she 
would make a squirm and aée wriggie 


and make a straightshoot over thetop of some 
man’s house, and twisting awhile she would 
rest content. No sir, the bed ot that river, 
with its curves and shoots, has been laid out 
by old Mother Nature, and some funny man 
may be foolish enough to think he can dictate 
to her, but he’ll find out his mistake if he tries 


it. 
‘*Another theory projected ae these jobbers 
is to levee the river amile back. That is fol- 
ly, for by that means the river bed is raised 
and the levees in time become useless. Let me 
illustrate this fact very clearly to you. 
Take torinstance the levees of the State of 
Mississippi. That State has been leveed by 
taxation since the war. Right opposite the 
northernm part of this State lies 
Arkansas. Arkansas has no levee 
system whatever. Nevertheless, when 
the levees are full onthe Mississippi side the 
banks of Arkansas stand out of the water 
TWO FEET OR MORE, 

If the people will act wisely they will consult 
the opinion of old and experienced 
steamboatmen in regard to the plan ot pro- 
cedure they are to adopt after the flood re- 
cedes for their future safety.

Pind any Judgments Against 
R. C, Pate. 
setnimeniiniatiadiaamaiets 
The Security Getting up Affidavits About 
the $9,000 in Question. 


Afew days ago a reporter, after rooting 
among the musty records in the City Marshal’s 
back office, discovered a list of torty-five 
judgments on forfeited ponds, amounting to 
$9,000, against R. C. Pate who offered himself 
and was accepted on over $15,000 bonds 
in the Criminal Court. On learning this 


Circuit Attorney Harris addressed a commu- 
nication to the clerk of the First District Po- 
lice Court asking for a certifiea copy of the list 
to enable ana to determine to what extent Pate 
shoula be taken on the bonds in the higher 
court. Tne list of the bonds and the cases in 
which they were forfeited was published at the 
time, but this morning Mr. Harris received the 
following from the clerk of the First District

October 13, are entered up where a reporter, 
who knows nothing about the books of the of- 
flee, was ableto find them. The return on 
the bonds is ‘‘nulla bona’’ and that is the last 
entry made concerning them. When Bischoff 
received the first notification of the Circuit At- 
torney’s desire he refused to allow it to be 
copied. Is was not a private correspondence 
nor ever intended to be such, but he, never- 
theless, snatched it from the reporter who was 
reading it. This is his idea of official auties, in 
which he ts not sustained by the city ordinan- 
ces prescribing the duties of officers. An 
ordinance prescribing as the first. requisite 
of an  oflicial that he be able 
to treat perzons civilly does not appear 
in the volume of municipal laws, however. 
The Criminal Court is now walting on Mr. 
Henry I. Bischoff, the Clerk of the First Dis- 
trict Police Court, for a certified statement 
concerning the judgments against Pate. In 
explaining that he was in no way indebted to 
the city on forfeited bonds, Mr. Pate states 
that Col. Bob Claiborne, as his attorney, made 
an agreement with the city attorney, then Mr. 
Thomas J. Cornelius, to furfeit the bonds and 
have Mr. Cornelius recommend to Mayor Brit- 
ton to have the forfeiture set aside on payment 
of costs and the cases dropped. Col. Claiborne 
heartily indorsed this statement of the case, 
and now Mr. Pate has started the affidavit 
mill, Col. Claiborne 1s willing toswear that 
the above was the condition of the 
matter in question. Ex City Attorney 
Corneliusis willing to swear that he never did 
make any such agreement with anybodv, and 
that he never agreed to do anything in his of- 
ficial capacity to Which he was not willing to 
sign his name. Ex-City Marshal Jonn Rk. 
Slevin was waited on supposably foran af- 
fidavit in support of Pate’s statement, but he 
certainly cannot be of any assistance tothe 
bondsman, ashe has~—already declared that 
if there was any arrangement he did not know 
anything aboutit, and returned the bondsin 
the reguiar way.

WAGHINGTON, March 18.—Washington, like 
other eittes, is liable to occasional paroxysms

The Anglo-American Poltsoner. 
London Special to New York Sun. 

The father and wife of Dr. Lamson, who is 
lving at Wadsworth Jail under sentence of 
|} death for the murder of Percy John, bad an 
interview with the condemned man to-day. 
Lameon again solemniy <eciared his inno- 
cence, and his wife and father are convinced 
of it. But they are probably*the only per- 
sons in England who think so. Mr. Montacue 
Williams’ reasons fer allowing the case to gu 
to the jury without cailing expert witnesses 
to contradict Mr. Stevenson’s evidence ap- 
pear, from the cable dispatches published 
here, to be misunderstood in the United States. 
All that expert witnesses could have 
done would have been to persuade the jury 
that possibiv deaih did not resnit from 
aconitine poisoning. But Stevenson ad- 
mitted that possibly death might have result- 
ed from other causes, and so did Dupre, who 
assisted himin the analysis, and 1,000 wit- 
nesses could not have improved that part of 
the case for the defense. Where the Crown was 
irresistibly strong was in showing, first, pos- 
session of aconitine by the accused; and sec- 
ondly, discovery of that poison in the body, 
death, accompanied by aconitine symptoms, 


having resulted shortly after the 
deceased had eaten a jujube ad- 
ministered by the prisoner. The 


fact that the accused could not account for 
the poison he had bought served to strengthen 
the connecting link between possession and 
diecovery, and the finding of aconitine in 
other jujubesand powders which he had pre- 
pared for the bov ijeft the defense crippled in- 
deed. Mr. A. W. Mills, the prisoner’s solici- 
tor, sent a memorial, praying for a commu- 
tation of sentence to the Home Office on 
Thursday, and to-day Sir William Harcourt 
acknowledged the receipt of it. It sets ont, 
first, that the actual cause of death was not 
clearly established; second, absence of motive 
on the prisoner’s part; third, that the pris- 
oner’s mind has been affected by the morphbia 
habit. The Home Office will decline to inter- 
fere, and the law must take its course. 

Great sympathy is felt for the Rev. Mr. 
Lamson and for the prisoner’s wife, but no- 
body, above ail none of the newspapers, has 
a good word for him. Poisoning, especially 
where a medical man is concerned, is a crime 
most hateful to the English public. More- 
over, itis hinted that the murder of Percy 
John was only one of a series of similar 
crimes perpetrated by tbe prisoner. The 
Home Office will doubtiess throw some light 
upon the prisoner’s career before he is exe- 


cuted. 


New York’s Produce Exchange. 
From a New York Letter. 


Seatsin tne Produce Exchange are now 
held at $2,750, which irdicates the prosperous 
condition of this traffic. The latteris chiefly 
limited to grain, as there is another exchange 
for butter and cheese. Bulls and bears are 
now as regular a feature in the Produce Ex- 
change as they are among the stock jobbers, 
and the speculation is often of an equally 
wild and reckiess character. Chicago quo- 
tations are revorted every fifteen minutes, 
and sometimes more frequently, and these 
two centers of speculation are thus keptin 
unison. One feature in the grain market is 
the immense transactions based on storage 
receipts. A speculator may buy 100,000 bush- 
els of grain and orly get a piece of paper. 
He may sell the latter in ten miautes, and in 
this manner the paper will go the rounds of 
traffic. Some may be surprised at the con- 
fidence placed in a mere storage certificate, 
but without this confidence the traffic would 
be of a very limited character. The receipts 
are often used as security for loans; and if 
the latter are not met the grain is sold, just 
as they doin Wall street, when the margin 
is exhausted. This shows that people can 
gamble in one thing as well as another,

Domestic Poisoning. 
From the New York Times. 


lt rarely happens that a prisoner charged 
with poisoning is found guilty with so little 
loss of time as in the case of Dr. Lamson. 
Here is the Malley case nct begun, so far as 
the final court is concerned, while Dr. Lam- 
son, whose crime was committed, if we re- 
member aright, months after the West Haven 
tragedy, is already almost under the gallows. 
The Lamson case elicited avery unpleasant 
fact, conveyed ina letter honored with large 
type in the London Times, from a physician 
who said that he and other members of his 
profession | had personally breught under 
their notice cases of ‘‘domestic poisoning,’ 
and fully bearing out the statement of the 
greatest toxicological authority in England, 
possibly the world, can claim, the tate Dr. 
Taylor, that poisoning is far more frequently 
resorted to get rid of persons—and there are 
many—whose room is to some one preferable 
totheir company, than is generally supposed. 
The crime is often committed by those whom 
the victim would be the very last to suspect. 
Tbus Mr. Palmer, the English surgeon, ap- 
parently excellent in all the relations of life, 
had operated successfully on his wife and 
brother, whose lives be had heavily insured, 
before any suspicion was aroused, but long- 
ing for fresh fields to conquer,. or, to speak 
more accurately, fresh victims to kill, he over- 
shot the mark and came to grief. Again, in 
Mrs. Wharton’s memoriable case at Annapo- 
lis, the person whom she was charged with 
killing was a most intimate friend, and there 
cannot be a doubt that Mrs. Bravo, in Eng- 
land, five years ago, was instrumental in 
makiog away With ber second husband that 
she might marry a man with whom she in- 
trigued, and this, too, after her first husband 
had died under circumstances decidedly sus- 
picious. The tracks of ithe pvisoner are com- 
paratively easily covered. Tiere are no tell- 
tale bloodstains. Death, where there is no 
suspicion of foul plav, can be, and generally 
is, accounted for by natural causes. The 
only safeguard when something seems going 
strangely wrong is fora person privately to 
consult an able physician and tell him every- 
thing.

Among Bradlaugh’s Constituents. 
From the New York Tribune. 


Mr. Bradlaugh’s borough of Northamptea, 
which now so vigorously asserts itself as above 
religious prejudice, is remarkable as being the 
place which some centuries ago had most to 
do with the expulsion of the Jews from Eag- 
land. The Jews seem to have first settled 
there in the time of Edward I., and rapidly 
acquired wealth, albeit they held it on a most 
precarious tenure, being often plundered 
without form or mercy. Stili, they were not 
altogether denied relief atlaw, special offi- 
cers being assigned to decide their causes. 
Henry III. required them to wear on the 
breast a badge of two white tablets made of 
parchment or linen. He squeezed them 
freely when in need of cash, but neverthe- 
less permitted them, toward the close of his 
reign, to become enfeoffed in real estate. 
But iu the reign of Edward [. this eae 
was cancelied by the Legislature, and various 
enactments against them were putin opera- 
tion. They were charged with clipping coin, 
and in order to bring the offense home were 
seized of the same day in various parts of 
Evgland, and their houses searched. Nearly 
300 were hanged for this under a special com- 
mission. The last straw, however, was an 
allegation that they had crucified a Christian 
boy at Northampton on Good Friday, and the 
popular rage against them, doubtless as ac- 
tively fomented by the clergy then as by 
Chaplain Stoeker at Berlin to-day, resulted 
in the passage of a statute (18th, Edward I.) 
banishing ali Jews from EKagland forever, 
confiscating their effects, and allowing them 
only what would carry them out of the king- 
dom. The clergy were so pleased that, in 
the fullness of their hearts, to compensate the 
King for any loss be mignt sustain by this 
expuision, they gave up a tithe of their in- 
come. In 1675 there were three houses 
standing in Northampton which were said to 
have been built and occupied by Jews.

Capt. James B. Eads, who was at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel recently, in conversation with 
a Tribune reporter spoke very confidently of 
the success of his proposed ship railway 
across the isthmus. When asked if he 
thought Congress would take any action on 
the matter at this session, he replied: 

‘Yes, Iam confident that the bill granting 

the aid I ask will be passed. It has been in- 
troduced in the Senate by Mr. Vest, and in 
the House by Mr. Buckner. I only ask a 
guarantee from the Government when the 
feasibility of the project has been teated. The 
first ten miles I offer to build without Gov- 
ernment aid, and when that work has been 
tested by the transportation of a vessel over 
it, then the Governmentis to give a guarantee 
of 35,000,000 and so on, as each section is 
built, the whole sum not to be guaranteed 
until the road is completed. The Government 
will be paid back any money it auvances, 
principal and interest. ’’ 
‘What will be the cost of your road, as 
compared with that of De Lesseps’ canal?” 
‘The cost of the railway will be $75,000,000, 
and it will only take four years to build it. 
The cost of the De Lesseps canal will not be 
less than $400,000,000, and it will take twenty 
to twenty-five vears to build it. The railway 
will be 1,200 miles nearer the United States 
than the canal, and it will escape all the ef- 
fects of the deadly climate of the isthmus 
proper, where it rains six months in the year. 
M. de Lesseps would belie his record if he 
were not doing everything possible ip for- 
ward the canal. At the same time don’t 
think it will ever be built.”’ 

‘‘Isthere any probability offdiplomatic com- 
plications in case your ship railway is built??? 

‘‘None whatever. It will provea solution 
of the whole political problem growing cut 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and that alore 
is an important point in its favor. It will be 
built on Mexican territory. My grant from 
Mexico allows me to secure the joint interest 
of any other nationin the road. Mexico 
gives 1,000,000 acres of land, freedom from 
taxat on, etc.. I offer to transport American 
shippiug at one-half the cost of thatof any 
other nation excepting Mexico. Itis merely 
a question wbether the road will be builtin 
the interest of the commerce of the United 
States or that of some other country.” 

“You expect aid from abroad, then, in case 
it is not granted here?” 
“Yes, andI will getit. Icould have had 
it before this. I will not wait longer for Con- 
gress to act than this season. In fact, if the 
committee decides to report unfavorably, 
then I intend to accept aidfrom Engiand at 
once, which has been promised. I have here 
with me letters commending the project from 
Nathauiel Barnaby, Chief Constructor of the 
British Navy; Sir Edward Reed, late Chief 
Constructor of the British Navy; William 
John, builder of the steamship City of Rome; 
William Pearce, proprietor of the Jobn Eider 
Works and builder of the steamships 
Arizona, Elbe and Alaska; E. F. Lyster, 
chief engineer of the Liverpool Docks; John 
Fowler, builder of the Metropolitan Under- 
ground Railway, and other eminent ship- 
builders and engineers.’’ 

‘““When will you begin work??? 

‘*If the bill should pass this session, I will 
begin work very soon. If Congress does not 
act, I will begin as soon us I have perfected 
my arravgements abroad, which will not be 
long. There are two routes proposed, one 
140 mites and the other 115 miles ‘ong. The 
latter ends in Lake Superivr on the Pacific 
coast, and would require considerable work 
to perfect the harbor. The tonger route ends 
in a good harbor on the Pacific coast. Until 
fuller surveys have been completed it will not 
be decided which route to build on. English 
capitalists have offered to construct the first 
ten miles, which will be built to the satisfac- 
tion of the Government before its guarantee 
becomes operative.’’ 

Referring to the Mississippi jetties, the re- 
porter inquired if the result of his work there 
had been entirely satisfactory. 

‘*Yes, fullv se. At no time in the last two 
years und a half has there been less than 
thirty feet of water in the channel. The 
Government engineers make examinations 
every few days, andifthey found less than 
thirty feet of water at any time my pay 
would be stopped by the Government. False 
reports about the jetties are being constantly 
circulated by certain Western papers, which 
have been hostile to the work from its incep- 
tion. There is not an honest, intelligent jour- 
nalistin the United States who does not 
know that the work at the jetties has been 
successfully completed. There is no waiting 
for the tides at New Orleans as there is here, 
because there is always thirty feet of water in 
the channel there.’’ 

“How long are you to maintain that 
depth ?’’ 

“Twenty years. The Government pays me 
$100,000 a year during that time for that pur- 
pose. [here is besides $1,000,000 due me 
which the Government holds to do the work 
with if I fail to doit. On this $1,000,000 I get 
5 per cent interest until the principal is paid 
over to me.”

A BOLD RASCAL. 


Another ‘‘Billy the Kid’? Operating in 
the Northwest. 
St. Paul (Minn.) Special Dispatch. 

A man giving his name as Frank Lewis was 
captured in Minneapolis last Monday in the 
very act of committing a daring sneak rob- 
bery upon the Bank of Minneapolis, and held 
to bail for attempted larceny. wo men 
entered the bank about 1 o’clock and, while 
one engaged the president of the institution 
in conversation regarding the amount of in- 
terest on a note, the other walked in the rear 
room ofthe bank and, after unlocking the 
door ledding to the street, lay down on the 
floor, and was rapidly workirg his way toward 
the cash counter when discovered. Thomas 
W. Wilson, the president of the bank, with 
whom one of the thieves was talking, ob- 

served the fellow on his hands, and at once 
made a rush for him, and was quick enough 
to collar the man before he had reached the 
door, which was fixed for an escape. The 
man when caught explained that he was all 
right, that his uncle was just outside the door 
in a buggy and begged to be let go. His con- 
federate told Mr. Wilson he would step out 
and call a policeman, and disappeared. 
The man, whom Wilson held until the police 
arrived, gave his name as Frank Lewis, 
and had an examination before Judge Cooley 

on Thursday morning on a charge of attempt- 
ed larceny. When hetold his story he ex- 
plained that he @was &from Winnipeg, hada 
come from Fargo to Minneapolis, and had a 
mother living at Winnipeg, where he bad 

been for the past six mouths. Notwithstand- 
ing the plausible story of Lewis, the court 
heid that the evidence was sufficient to prove 
the charge, and accordingly heid him to await 
the action of the grand jury in 
$200 bail. Not having the 
money, nor friends nearer than Winnipeg, be 
was committed to jail. The first suspicion 
that the prisoner was a distinguished charac- 

ter was raised when an attempt was made to 
take his photograph. He resisted vigorously, 

distorted his features, and finally kicked 
over and smashed the camera. He was sub- 

dued by threats to give him chloroform, and 
completed his sitting. The police looked 
Lewis over, became satisfied that his face 


seemed familiar, and, by compar- 
ing notes, found that the prisoner was 
none other than William Burke, alias 


Billy the Kid, the noted bank and bond reb- 
ber, who escaped from Albany Jail on the 7th 
of January, and for whose capture a reward 
of $1,000 was offered. As bail was fixed at 
the nominal sum of $200, the officers knew it 
was only a questidn of a day or so when his 
friends would come to his rescue, and laid 
plans accordingly. The prisoner was taken 
to Judge Lochren late yesterday afternoon 
and informed that some of his friends had 
advanced money in Minneapolis for his bail, 
This did not seem to surprise Billy at all, and 


with a look of satisfaction and content 
he answered the usual formal ques- 
tions of the court, and after. sign- 


ing the bond, started to go out. Detect- 
ives, who had kept out of sight until this 
moment, stepped up, and, snapping a pair of 
handcuffs on his wrists, told him what he 
was wanted for. The denouement not only 
surprised Billy, but the officials, who fora 
moment were paralyzed at the announce- 
ment. Billy was immediately taken to the 
police station by the detectives and a tele- 
gram sent to Sheriff James A. Houcks, at 
Albany, from whose custody the prisoner es- 
caped on January 7. To-day a dispatch was 
received from Sheriff Houcks saying he would 
start at once for Minneapolis with extradition 
papers.

IN addition to the suffering endured by the 
people of the Lower Mississippi Valley on ac- 
count of the floods there is another terror in 
store for them, which will almost cause the 
raging watersto be forgotten. After the 
floods have receded and the hot suns of sum- 
mer have fallen upon the stagnant lagoons 
and ponds, there will, in all probability,come 
a season of sickness that will reach the pro- 
portions of a plague. The whole country will 
be filled with malaria, resuiting from the de- 
composing vegetable matter. Mingling with 
all this will come the stench arising from 
millions of carcasses of drowned animals. It 
will be very strange indeed if this doesn’t 
give impetus to a yellow fever epi- 
demic.

The custom ofthe court seems 
to be to require a good bondin one or two 
instances and then accept the personal bonds 
of defendants in such other cases as may be 
brought against them. Under this arrange- 
meatit isfound thatthe average value of a 
felony bond is only about $60. One 
man appears as bondsman in 101 
cases, his total liability amounting to only 
$14,300. Theridiculous character of these 
bonds has moved Mr. HARRIS to go into court 
in several instances and@® move an adequate 
increase. Hie proposes to go over the whole 
list and revise them carefully. It is quite-re- 
markable that Mr. R. C. PATE, who is believed 
to be the recipient of great consideration at 
the hands of the authorities in his capacity as 
a professional gambler, should also receive 
the most liberal treatment as a professional 
bondsman.

The Painters and Their Grievance. 
ST. Lous, March 21, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If you can find room for the following com- 
munication, taken from the Woman’s Union 
Journal, London, Engiand, it will not only 
place the painters and their demand in the 
true light before the public, but bring more 
conspicuously intofview the real issue be- 
tween them and their employers than has 


hitherto been done; that, is the quality of the 

work furnished the public by thistrade. To 

the uninitiated in ‘‘the art and mystery’’ of 

thisis as well as other trades there is 

a seeming injustice in the demand of the 

journeymen for one rate for all. $ aday. But 

a little explanation will dispel the mystery. 

Let ustake the firm ot Flesh & Mook for an 

example, as they are among the largest, if not 

the largest employers in the trade. In the 

busy season they emylov from 100to 130 hands, 

ménand bovs. Not more than one-sixth of 

the former are recognized as first-class work- 

men, men who, when they have finished a job, 

can contemplate it with pride. It is to this 

class of workmen the employers say they are 

willing to pay the rate demanded. But 

when asjack time comes the good workmen 

are among the first to be laid aside, and the 

inferior .workmen at $2 or $225 continued at 

work. And itis n this way also that the pub- 

lic, unable to distinguish between good and 

interior work, is imposed upon, as the em- 

ployers, in making their estimates on work, 

make them on the basis of the highest wages 

paid in the trade. Out of a dozen or more 

now at work on the Cotton Exchange not 

one-third tare regarded as competent work- 

men. Another wrong complained ot by the 

workmen in the trade, and an imposition 

upon those who have to pay for it, is the rush- 

ing manner in which work is hurried through. 

In order to save wages and enhance their own 

profits as much work is donein three months 

as, if done thoroughly and carefully, would 

require five or six months. This is done by 

hurrying on the second coat of paint before 

tne first is sufficiently dry to receive it. The 

business men of this city, who have shown 

such commendable sympathy towards 

the painters in the present struggle, 

property owners gand others now requiring 

their business places and residences painted | 
have aright to know the true causes of the 

disagreements between employers and em- 

ployes, and it is for this reason that the facts, 

not heretofore given, are now submitted to the 

public. But there will be little prospect of a 

harmonious adjustment of the differences be- 

tween labor and capital until the best work- 

men in this and other trades turn their atten- 

tion to co-operation. As stated above, the 

views expressed in the communication re- 

terred to, aside from their humanitarian aspect, 

serve only to show thatthe best workmen in 

the various handicratts at home and abroad 

are actuated by the laudable desire (lying at 
the foundation of all true progress) ot xeeping 
up the standard of good workmanship, and 
this canonly be done by allowing sufficient 
time todo the work well, paying for it a fair 
and just price, and allowing the employer a 
fair remuneration for his capital, and the dis- 

couragement as far as practicable by the pub- 
lic of low-grade workmanship.

—advancing prices‘ sharply. The prophecy 
made by George Wiid a sbort time ago tothe 
Post- DISPATCH reporter, that May corn would 
sell at 7Uc, seems about to come true, only 
within a much shorter time than he specified, 
which was forty-five days.

Itisto be presumed that this paper 
never heard of a month being ‘‘cornered’’ 
before it bad arrived, but if its attention is 
thrown toward Chicago, it will there discover 
that April is in the throes of manipulation anc 
vound up in a ‘‘corner’’ that nothing seems 
to weaken, and thisisonly March we are in. 
It is hardl to be expected that 
Chicago will run the deal even up to 
June but there is no doubt 
but that they have this market in their own 
hands and can play the cards to suit their own 
game for some timeto come,or antil they have 
used St. Louis and Toledo to further their 
ends in Chicago, when they will probably con- 
clude to drop them.

Capt, Jas. B. Eads Reviews His Own 
Work and That of His 
Traducers.

| Striking Facts Pithily and Pointedly

Mr. Joseph Medill, Editor and Publisher of 
the Chicago Tribune: 

Sik—In your paper of the8th inst., you pub- 
lished a series of mis-statements under the 
offensive title of ‘‘Eaas’ Enormous Lobby.’’ 

The statement that I have a lobby here is 
absolutely untrue. 
and my private counsel, Hon A. G. Cochran, 
who has attended to my law business for the 
last three years, is orhasever been author- 
ized to speak to a member of the United States 
Senate or House of Representatives ia behalf 
of the Ship- Railway bill. 

I quote the following from your article: 


‘*Capt. Eads bimself is the most audacious, 
unprincipled and successful lobbyist the na- 
tional capital nas ever known. e is now in 
receipt of half a million dollars annually 
po him for maintaining a channel of thirty 
eet ‘‘through the jetties’’ at the mouth of the 
Mississippi, though it 1s notorious that the 
depth of water at the head of the South Pass 
is less than twenty five feet, probably not 
more than twenty-three feet.’’ 


He whois most ready to suspect wrong in 
others is generally least pure himself, but in 
your case this slander has the additional in- 
centive arising from an innate love of misrep- 
resentation and abuse. For years your paper 
has been the channel through which my pri- 
vate character has been grossly assailed and 
professional labors belittled and misrepre- 
sented. You weil know (for you were one of 
my most unscrupulous opposers at the time) 
that the House of Representativesin 1874 passed 
a bill apprupriating eight million dollars 
to begin the construction of the Fort 
St. Philips Canal, and that I saved the Gov- 
ernment from this blunder by undertaking, at 
my ownrisk and cost, to deepen the South 
Pass bar to thirty feet for five and a quarter mll- 
lion dollars. A reference to the report of the 
Secretary of War for 1874 and 1875, vol. II., 
part I., page 866, will show thatthe estimated 
cost of the canal was thirteen million dollars. 
It is sate to say that this canal would not have 
been completed in fifteen years and that it 
would not have cost less than twenty million 
dollars. I defeated the canal by agreeing to 
construct the jetties, the largest national im- 
provement yet authorized, on the severest 
terms the Government ever imposed. I offered 
to secure twenty feet through them before the 
Government was to pay anything whatever. 
The act of Congress accepting this proposition 
was passed in the House by an overwhelming 
vote, and with but little opposition in the Sen- 
ate, yet you would make your readers believe 
that Congressmen are so corrupt that such a 
proposition required ‘‘andacious and unprin- 
cipled lobbying.’’ You know, and the intel- 
ligent public will remember, thatlasked no 
reliet from the great pecuniary burdens im- 
posed upon me by theterms of the act, -until 
the channel had been deepened from 8 feet to 
22 feet, and the commerce of the Mississippi 
River had been relieved from a thraldom which 
every effortof the Government during thirty- 
seven years had been powerless tO overcome. 
The next two acts of Congress (and the only 
ones I have ever had anything to do with) were 
likewise passed by overwheming majorities in 
both houses. One of these acts authorized 
the payment to me of one million dollars, and 
the other three-quarters of a million more; 
both sums being in advance ot the terms of 
the original act, but the total compensation 
being inno wise increased. The passage of 
these two amendatory ucts was a most con- 
spicuous mark of the confidence which Con- 
gress had in me, and a substantial acknowl- 
edgment of my perfect good faith towards 
the Government. Through the wisdom ot 
Congress and the confidence of capitalists I 
succeeded in saving to the Government at least 
seven and three-quarter million dollars, being 
the difference between the cost of the jetties 
and the estimated cost of the canal. 

The commerce of the valley was atthe same 
time relieved at least ten years sooner than 
would have been possible by the canal. The 
success of the jetties has resulted in reducing 
ali the rates of transportation on all the pro- 
ducts of the vast region tributary to the river 
whether they take the jetty rpute to market or 
not. This saving to the preducers is not less 
than twenty-five million dollars annually, and 
probably much more, 

While I was devoting myself to the labor of 
accomplishing this great result, encouraged 
by a generousjpublic sentiment and an en- 
lightened press, you were publishing every 
indecent assanit that afew disappointed and 
malicious persons could devise. You busied 
yourself in predicting and frequently an- 
nouncing the utter failure of the jetties, and 
filled your columns with absurd theories in 
regard to the phenomena of the river, con- 
ceivedinignorance and advocated with the 
sole purpose of preventing the successful con- 
summation ofthe work at the jetties. You 
signally failed to accomplish your. purpose, 
but have not ceased to publish the most un- 
truthful statements concerning the jetty chan- 
nel. 

Your declaration thatI am receiving halfa 
million dollars annually tor maintaining thirty 
feet depth of water through the jetties is a 
gross misstatement. Ireceive only one hun- 
dred thousand dollars per annum for it, and 
last year I expended nearly that entire amount 
upon the jetty works. You characterize this 
as ‘‘a shameful and indetensible bargain.’’ 
The jetty act expressly provides that when- 
ever the United States shall elect to undertake 
the maintenance of the channel it can doso 
and at once stop the payment to me of this an- 
naalamount. Your statement, therefore, isa 
‘‘shametul and indefensible’’ untruth. 

Your declaration that the depth of water at 
the head of the pass is less than twenty-five 
feet is also untrue. Through the jetties, and 
at the head of the pass, the depth is nowhere 
less than thirty feet. The limiting depth ts in 
the pass itself, which I am not required by law 
to maintain; it is, however, at least twenty- 
seven or twenty-eight feet. The fact that ves- 
sels of greater draft thantwenty-five and a half 
feet have not yet gonethrougn the jetties is 
largely due tothe unture statements continu. 
ally published about the channel in your pa- 
per andin one or two others equally unrelia- 
bie. - 

I again quot¢from your article as follows:

It was an ele- 
gant affair, and as it was given in honor of the 
press, your attempt to disparage it makes the 
homely adage of ‘‘the dirty bird’’ -pecullarly 
applicable to you. 
Again you say:

This statement is also untrue. I was not at 
the dinner given by the honorable ex-Senator 
from Oregon, and hence could not have been 
‘‘a conspicuous orator there also.’’ 

Your oft repeated slanders and abuse con- 
cerning me, during the last few years, have 
marked you as one devoid of every sentiment 
of truth and honor. Withont further com- 
ment,I leave you to enjoy, as best you may, 
the public contempt which your conduct 
merits.

The Senator told Mr.Blaine that 
all the United States ceuld do was to notify 
Peru and Chili of the alleged American claim 
sojitjcould be said thatthe guano was removed 
innocently and without notice. Biaine said 
he would give notice at once. Witness had 
the interview with Blaine October 14, at his 
house, and at the Department of State on the 
preceding :night, also others on November 3 
and 5. Adjourned till 10 a. m. to-morrow.

Interviews With Mr, R. Scruggs aud Mr. 
Samuel Cupples—The Boom 
Beginning. 


In order to ascertain the position thatthe 
prominent citizens occupy in regard to the 
report submitted by the committee appointed 
by the St. Louis Commercial Club on the 
street problem question, a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter first called on Mr. 
Scruggs, of the firm of Scruggs, Vandervoort 
& Barney. The reporter upon stating 


the object of his call was: enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 

‘‘T want you to put me down,’’ said Mr. 
Scruggs, ‘‘asa decided pavement man. Yes, 
sir; l advocate the proposed plan of placing 
the streets in a passable condition immedi- 
ately. 

‘*Do you favor the proposition to abolish the 
use of sott limestone for paving purposes?’’ 
‘*Most emphatically, sir. I never want to 
see another yard of it used.’’ 

‘*‘What substance would you recommend for 
paving?’’ 

‘*Granite, granite, granite, and noth- 
ing but granite in those portions of tne 
city where heavy traffic is continuous? It 
may appeartoa man who has never given 
this matter profound study that that course 
ifadapted might prove inordinately and 
unneccessarily expensive. To those 
who take the position I would like 
to submit tne question: ‘‘If it is not much 
mere practicable and soundly politic to incur 
the expenses of a lasting pavement 
than to be under the continual necessity of 
repairing. Where are the pavements of 


macadam that we laid down several years 
ago? They are, or at jeast a 
great proportion of them are, over 


in East St. Louis; blown there by the winds 
after having been ground into flour dust by 
venicies. ILam not in favor of objecting to 
macadam as a substratum, but for surface 
paving, itis abject fallacy to employ it for that 
purpose.’’ 

‘*Do you favor the plan of resisting the in- 
crease of the present street area except at the 
expense of adjacent property ?’’ 

‘‘Il would net like to be misrepresented in 
regard to that question, which I consider an 
extremely delicate one,and will state my views 
as follows: Inthe first place, I myself think 
and fully concur with thecommittee’s views, 
that our present streets should be repaired 
and placedin a good condition before plans 
for the opening of others are projected. Now 
on the other hand 1 hardly see 
how a city, and esperially a growing 
city like St. Louis, can object to such a con- 
sideration. Let me illustrate the fact; sup. 
pose some man with business energy should 
locate here, and would move out into the 
suburbs and build; tben allow tor 
the sake of arzumeut that 
another man should build next to him, and in 
this mannera number of houses should be 
erected. Now would not these property-own- 
ers have amoral and legal right to petition 
and be allowed to project a street 
through their lands in such a Manner as 
would be of a universal and combined interest 
tothem. This, sir, is a very delicate point 
and should be carefully, earnestly and con- 
scientiously considered. People will certainly 
not build inthe unimproved portions of our 
city, it they are forced by the law to the con- 
clusion that their property will be compara- 
tively useless, not having the power to render 
it salable or rentable, owing to its inaccessible 
position on account of the lack of streets. 
Another. fruitful cause I would Hke to 
atate here,’’ continued Mr. Scruggs, ‘‘that 
has tended to retard the growth of. St. Louis, 
is the position in which the streets have been 
keptin the lastten years. Why, sir, 1 know 
personally, hundreds of prominent Eastern 
people who would have been more than glad 
to have located here permanently had 
it net been for the miserable, yes, 
excerabie,condition of our streets.This feature 
is one of the first to presentitself toa stranger. 
and either creates a decided or diametrically 
opposite impression.’’ 

‘*Mr. Scruggs, you will remember that one of 
the propositions suomitted pv the committee 
was to the effect that the payment of street 
improvement should in all cases be by spe- 
cial assessment against abutting property.’’ 
mi” and I am ueartily in 
favor of that proposition. I myself will be 
forced to incur a large outlay if such a plan 
is adopted ; still am more 
than willing, and, in fact, anxious 
tc pay my assessment, and every large 
property-holder that I have talked the matter 
over with has coincided with me. 

‘‘Of course, to this plan there will be a 


few dissenting voices; take for in- 
stance the heirs or widows of some 
estate that, while it seems large, is barely 


suflicient for the support of the owners. 
Among this class of property-holders dissent- 
ing voices will be found, but my principle is 
‘Tne greatest good forthe greatest number.’ 
You may say that for my part I indorse 
the propositions submitted by the committee, ° 
and am heartily willing to abide by them.’’ 
MR. SAMUEL CUPPLES 

was next seen by the reporter. That gentle- 
man heartily indorsed the views presented by 
the committee ; first, he 
the total abolition ot limestone mac- 
adam as a paving substance, but thought that 
the better class of macadam might be used 
with advantage on the streets over which 
heavy trafltic was not general. The proposition 
to pave the main business streets with granite 
was heartily indorsed by Mr. Cupples. 

‘‘Why, right aown here,’’ said tne gentle- 
man, ‘‘in Missouri, are five beds of granite 
that are accessible by the raiload that runs 
from Cape Girardeau to the interior. The 
rranite could be taken to the Cape and from 
there brought to St. Louis by boat.’’ 

‘‘In what manner would you suggest that the 
contracts should be effected?’’ 

‘‘KEntirely through the citv; let it have -full 
jurisdiction in the matter and Jet the property- 
nolders abide by its action. What assurance 
have the contractors that they will be reim- 
burs: d for their outlay and Work? Right there, 
sir, is the vital point. Public spirit must 
be stirred up to such an extent that interest 
will be materially felt in the matter, and then, 
and not tillthen, will a satisfactory arrange- 
ment be entered into between the city and cit- 
izens on one side and the contractors on 
the other. If the contractors labor under the 
impression, when they accept the work, that 
they are taking or assuming risks, as 
a matter of course they will, and 
itis pertectly natural that they should, charge 
exorbitant ratesin order to justify them for 
the risk they are tuking. The thing to be 
done now isto work public sentiment tp in 
the case to ns high 4 pitch 
4s possible. Then a satisfactory 
arrangement can be entered into with any 
contractor in the State. Just state thatl fully 
indorse the action and the proposition of the 
committee in every respect.’’

CONSTITUTIONAL AND CONSULAR

Important Points Raised in the 
Baron Bechtolsheim Case. 


A Motion to Dismiss the Charges Against 
Him Argued Before Judge 
Laughlin. 


By agreement the constitutional points 
raised by Col. Normile in the trial of Baron 
Bechtolsheim, the ex-Austrian Consul, were 
argued in the Criminal Court to-day. The 
Baron was charyzed with embezzlement, buton 
trial interesting constitutional points and 
questions of consular law were raised. 
Col. Normile, counsel for the Baron, in sup- 
port of bis motion to dismiss, presented among 
others the following interesting points: 
1. The Constitution of the United States 
expressly vests in the Sederal courts 
jurisdiction of all cases affecting embassadors, 
consule and vice-consuis. 2. This’urisdiction 
is by the very terms of the Constitution exclu- 
sive of State courts. The judiciary act of 1759, 
organizing our Federal system under the pro- 
visions of the Constitution, exciudes State 
courtad from jurisdiction either in civil or 
criminal cases involving acts done by a 
foreign consul. The act has been repeatedly 
so decided, both by the Supreme Court of the 
United States as weil as. by the courts of sev- 
eral States. In a leading case of a consul 
charged with rape in Pennsylvania, tne 
Supreme Court of that State holds that 
they have no jurisdiction, and although 
the Federal.Courts have no law punishing tne 
offense of rape, Chief Justice Joy, nolding 
court in the city of Philadelphia, held thatin 
acase of sending biack mailing letters by a 
consul to several citizens, the charge 
must be tried in the Federal Courts. 
3. The fact that the accused is no longer Con- 
sul cannot divest the Federal courts of the 
jurisdiction that attached as soon asthe acts 
were done. Had he donethese acts since he 
ceased to be consul, then, and then alone would 
the courts of Missouri have a right 
to try him. He could not waive 
the rights the U. 8. Constitution gives the of- 
fice of Consul, and his government cannot set 
aside these rights by dismissing him from of 
fice, that is, as far as his acts done before dis- 
missal were concerned. 

‘‘No government,’’ said Col. Normile, ‘*for- 
eign or domestic, can disregard a plain pro- 
vision of the Federal Constitution. No court 
in this country has ever held that a consul can 
be tried in a State sourt, either in a civil or 
a criminal case, andI challenge my very able 
brother Gibson to produce a single decision 
that holds that he can.’’ 

Mr. Charles Gibson argued the ugly con- 
sequences resulting from Col.” Normile’s 
views. and offered numerous legal authorities 
in support of his position. The matter was 
then submitted on brief.

On the medical floor about forty women were 
found, most of them in beds. The apart- 
ments were well ventilated, not crowded, and 
were scrupulously clean. Tne arrangements 
were as perfect as possible urnderthe circum- 
stances. Onthe surgical, a smaller namber 
of females were housed, some of them in bed 
and others moping aroundin a tired, aimless 
sort of way. one of them were pretty. A 
stolid ope, face wasthe leading charac 
teristic in most cases. Many of the women 
were of middle age, and none of them inteili- 
gent. The one striking thing about the place 
to a visitor was that nearly 
every woman to be seen walking or sitting 
around bore the plain evidences of the course 
of her sojourn about her. S50 may women in 
interesting conditions sit down to dinner at 
one table in no other place inthe city. There 
were women, Of nearly all ages, all with the 
tell-tale signsof sin aboutthem. Insome cases, 
however, us the doctor explained, the women 
had been driven to the hospital by want, and 
bence conld not be piaced in the category in 
question. In the lying in wards were perhaps a 
score of women waiting the important mo- 
ment,

‘*That is the place where we weigh the 
babies,’’ said the Superintendent. We po 
theminthere before they have gone muc 
squeaking.’’ In one corner of the room lay a 

ale-faced girl, her features so worn and thin 

rom trouble that her bie brown eyes looked 
upnaturally large in comparison. A rustling 
motion nnder the ciothes, and an occasiona 
weak squaw!, toidthe whole story. On the 
top floor were the abandoned class, all of 
them of the lower order. None 
of them, with one exception, were hand- 
some enough to enable the most sensational re- 
porter to manufacture sympathy for them.The 
exception was a young girl with a classically 
bandsome face, modestin appearance, tidilv 
dressed and apparently out of place among 
her surroundings. She did not seem to be more 
than 17 years Of age. 

Inquiry showed that her case was a terrible 
one, andthat, although youngin sin, he had 
already paia an awful penalty and was in fact 
physically an incurable wreck. The girls 
seerned to have no conversation with each 
Other, but sat guietly by themselves, listiess 
and unhappy. The hospital contains a sewing 
room, presided over by a seamstress, where the 
different articles of clothing, etc,, used in the 
institution are made and repaired. In one oi 
the upper rooms of the hospital a chape! has 
been prepared, with altar and all complete. 
Here, Dr. Schenck says, Koman Catholic ser- 
vices are held every Sanday morning, and 
ministers of other denominations hold forth 
in the afternoon. The same isthe case at the 
aire ie ge and the Superintendents at each 

nstitution report that the attendance is larger 
at these services than is the percentage otf 
attendance inthecity. For instance, among 
the 385 insane people at the Poor-house, it is 
ne uncommon thing to see twenty or thirty 
of them go to communion to a Franciscan 
father every Sabbath morning. The Femaie 
Hospital inmates are alse good church goers. 
The scenes at Dr. Schenck’s eatablishmeut are 
not so curious now, since the hospital has 
been made arefuge for women of ail classes 
who need assistance. Yet there is much to be 
seen, and anybody who wants to understand 
what true misery is should pay an hour’s visit 
to the place and study theiumates. There is 
no doubt that the institution is doing a good 
work, and perhaps Dr. Schenck is right when 
he says that it is the city’s best charity.

Nearly $400,000 of the Citizens’ Money 
Spentin the Present Year, but 
Streets are as Bad 
as Ever. 


The question of street improvement has long 
been a leading one, but it has of late been 
pushed ontoeven greater prominence than 
usual. The Post-DiseraTcH has often called 
attention to the subject, andon Saturday the 
Commercial Club put its shoulder to the wheel 
and gave the movement a forward lift. 
In this connection it may be interesting to set 
forward just what has been done in street im- 
provement for the fiscal year ending on the Ist 
of July, 1882. People who have ruined good 
clothes wading across bottomless crossings, 
and who have been blinded repeatedly by 
dusty simoons, might heartily answer that 
nothing has been done. This would be a griev- 
ous mistake, however, and would be guickly 
denied by the men who live in the Citv Hall. 
Something has been done, and the tax-payers 
know it. The contractors also could testifv to 


this fact, as their bank accounts will prove. Of 
course, the streets are horrible. Scofling vis- 
itors tothe city may say that they have been 
purposely rendered impassable as a means of 
attracting attention. But the following figures 
will show that verv nearly $577,000 expense has 
already been provided for in this regard, 
in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1881, 
and which wili not close until July 1, 1882. 
This sum has been spent, oris being spent, 
simply forthe reconstruction and repairs of 
the streets. It does not include the hundreds 
of thousantis of dollars which have gone to 
remove the mud from the public’s thorough- 
fares. It does not include the money that has 
been spent upon the Fourteenth street and 
other bridges,on the alleys, in providing sewer 
openings, wan-holes, etc., in renewing side- 
walks and ina dozen different ways. Itis 
a bare abstract from the contract-letting book 
of the Board of Public Improvements, and in- 
cludes only items that were actually for the 
repair ana reconstruction of the streets. The 
list contains all contracts of this nature which 
are now under way, or which, as far as now 
known, will be under way as soon as the 
weather moderates sufficiently to allow work 
to be resumed. 
MACADAM. 

First upon the list comes macadam. Mr. 
Leighton, in his report to the Cemmercial 
Ciub, as published in yesterday’s PosrT-.- 
DISPATCH, says that this material should ve 
at once abandoned for strcet making. It has 

roved a failure anda nuisance. Yet the city 

1as, during the fiscal year, let the following 
contracts, and has received a good portion of 
the material. 

For delivering macadam in street building, 
the city has been divided into sixteen dis- 
tricts, and the following ts the list of contracts 
as let by the Board of Public Improvements. 
Some of the contracts bave been rejected by 
the Council after being givenout bythe board, 
which will account for the different dates at 
which they were let. A few were rejected 
more thanonce. As the macadam is of littie 
use anyhow, the deiay has been beneficial) in 
this, thatit cutdown the bill of the contractor. 

The following contrects have been given out 
tor furnishing and delivering macadam to re- 
pair the streets of the city from the date of the 
contract to July 1, 1882, and are all now run- 
ning: 

First District, bounded by the southern limits 
ofthe city, Keokuk street, the former city 
limits ot 1870 and the river; contract let No- 
veinber 16, 1881, to Henry Zeiss, Jr., at $1,556 25.

Anybody whbo will take the trouble of foot- 
ing upthe above amounts will find tnat the 
cinders to topdress the Macadam cost the 
city just $9,000, and thatthereis three and a 
half months of the year yet to be passed over. 

NICHOLSON PAVEMENT. 

Only a few contracts have been let under this 
head during the term specified. Considering 
the fact, however, that they were all for re- 
pairs, the total will be found pretty heavy. 

A contract for repairing the Nicholson pave- 
ment of the city for the year ending July 1, 
1882, with gum orelm blocks, was let June 8, 
1881, to the St. Louis Wood Paving Company 
at $8,000. 

A similar contract, except that the material 
was to be pine blocks, was let on the same day 
to Skrainka & Veiths, at $24,526.

For repairing gutters, curbs, crosswalks and 
alleys, from Julv list, 1881, to July Ist, 1882, the 
following contracts were let.

THE LAW’S DILEMMA. 


Difterent Views of the Appellate and 
Supreme Courts. 


A Murder Case Reversed To-Day by the 
Fermer Tribunal. 


0 od 


The Court of Appeals to-day reversed and 
remanded the criminal case of the State 
against John Peyton, who was indicted for 
murderin the first degree, was convictcd in 
the second degree and - sentenced 
to imprisonment for ninety-nine years 
in the penitentiary. At a former term the 
case was before the Court of Appeals on appeal 
from sentence of murderin the first degree. 
The judgment was then reversed for refusal of 
the Criminal Court to instruct the jury asto 
the elements for murder in the 
second degree. The Criminal Court 


at the trial now reviewed gave instructions in 
the second degree and a verdict was tound ac- 
cordingly. The Criminal Court defined the 
meaning of the terms ‘‘deliberately’’ and 
**premeditatedity’’ inthe same language as 
that employed in the instructionsin the case 
of the State against Eliis. The 
Court of Appeals, in an opinion by Judge 
Thompson, to-day, says: We were ot opinion 
that those terms were not subject to objec. 
tion and we so held. On appeaifrom our de- 
cision, however, the Supreme Court expressed 
a different view, although it was 
not necessary to reverse the judgment 
for the giving ofthe instructionin that case, 
since, as the Supreme Court held, the facts of 
the case did not callforany specific instruc- 
tion as to murder in the second degree. In 
the Kotovsky case the Supreme Court ex- 
pressed its disapprobation of the 
same definition of the term ‘‘de- 
liberately,’’ though it held that )in 
that case the error war harmless. The defini- 
tions upon which the Supreme Courtthus put 
its seal of disapprobation were first as to ‘‘de- 
liberation.’’ ‘‘By the term ‘deliberately’ is 
meant in a cool state of the blood, not in that 
heated state which the law de- 
nominates passion, and the passion here 
meant is not that which comes of no cause, but 
that,an‘’ that only,which is produced by some 


reasonable provocation.’’ Secondly, as 
to the term ‘*premeditation:’’ "*B 
the term’ premeditation is meant 
thought of beforehand, but for any 
length of time, however short. 
It means thought of in the 


sense of thought over. If an act be thought of 
abdall, even for a moment, and a design to per- 
petrate it is fully formed in the mind before 
the act is done, itis in law a premeditated actr; 
but if not thus thought of before itis done, it 
is not a premeditated act.’’ | 

@The Circuit Attorney suggested that the 
judgment should stand in this case, on the 
ground thatthe facts were such as to render 
these instructions immaterial and not preju- 
dicial tothe accused. We are not at liberty 
to sav this. If the instruction is 
abstract the verdict is abstract. We 
cannot say that the verdict should have been 
guilty of murder in the first degree and there- 
fore that the prisoner has not been injured by 
a verdict in the second degree. To say this 
would be usurping the province of the jury. 
We can perhaps say that the verdict should 
have been guily in the first degree 
or an acquittal on the ground that the homi- 
cide was committed in necessary self-defense, 
but it is not for us to say which it should have 
been. Thatisforthejury. It would perhaps 
be better for the administration of justice it 
judges were possessed of more power in, deal- 
ing with the facts of cases, but under 
our system of jurisprudencs this 
power is jealously withteld from them in 
cases at law, and especially in criminal cases, 
and we have to administer the law as we fiad 
it. The case before us, upon the facts as they 
now appear, may or may not have been a 
proper case tor an instruction as to mur- 
der in the second degree. But 
we may say that if this was 
not a proper case for such an instruction, 
then the jury rendered a verdict unsuported 
by the evidence. If it was a proper case, 
then, under the rule which the Supreme Court 
has prescribed for us, itis our duty to reverse 
the judgment because of the instruction. If 
the instructions pointed out were material 
and applicable to the facts, then the judgment 
must be reversed because the instructions 
were erroneous. If, though erroneous, the in- 
structions were not applicable to the facts 
and hence harmless, then the judgment must 
be reversed because not supported by the evi- 
dence. Ineither alternative the resultis the 
same. We shall not advise the Criminal Court 
how to frame instructions so as to meet the 
views of the Supreme Court. It would be un- 
seemly. Itis sufficientfor us admini-tering 
faithfully what has been laid down for our 
guidance inthe latest decisions of the Su- 
preme Court to say thatthis judgment cannot 
be upheld. The rulings for which 
we reverse the judgment were made 
before the Ellis and Kotovsky cases were de- 
cided by the Supreme Voart. The judgment 
isreversed and the case remanded for new 
trial, all the Judges concurring.
